Springfield, Ill.. June 12.—[Midnight.]}— 
Gov. Deneen tonight acted upon a score of 
big bills which were passed In the last ses~ 
sion of the Illinois legislature. The time 
limit for him to sign or veto these measures 
ended at midnight. 

All of the measures upon which the gov- 
ernor has placed neither official approval nor 
disapproval become law automatically. 

The most important measures signed by the 
governor are: 


Railroad and warehouse commission. 
Woman's ten hour labor bill. 
Employes’ compensation. 
O’Connor outer harbor. 
Chiperfield rivers commission. 
ApMadoc adult probation. 
Pierson court bill. 
Municipal! court bill. 
Tice bill regulating autos. 
Omnibus appropriation bill carrying 
$8,178,000 for state expenses. 
Among the bills which were vetoed are: 
Employers’ liability. 
Church publication. 
Kleeman Calumet harbor. 
Glackin library tax. 
Carter school nurse. 
‘ Lyon dependent children bilh 


Railread Bill Important. 

The railroad bill is one of the most im- 
portant pieces of legislation of its kind 
passed since the creation of the commission 
during the granger agitations of the ‘70s. 
The new powers conferred upon the commis- 
sion are: 

To fix through rates and routes and 
joint rates, with jurisdiction over ex- 
press companies, steamboat lines and 
sleeping car companies. 

Jurisdiction over subject of demur- 
rage, of refund and of overcharge in 
freight and passenger rates. 

To require interchange of cars be- 
tween common carriers. 

To determine rules and rates for stor- 


age. 

To compel physical connections be- 
tween railroad companies. 

To establish switching rules and 


re-fix limits of switcHing districts. 

To inquire into the general business 
management. of common oatricre in 
it to distribution of cars, granting 
of sidings, location of stations and 
depots and use and compensation for 
cars. 


Comment on Railroad Bill. 
In a statement issued after the signing of 
the railroad bill, the governor says: 

" This bil is a meritorious measure and 
marks a great advance in the public regula- 
tion and control of common carriers. The 
last sentence of section 20 reads as follows: 

™ * The term switohing, ae used in this sec- 
tion, shall not comprehend the transfer or 
hauling of cars from one railroad to another 
over the lines of an intermediate carrier.’ 

“The authority to make such switching 
charges in Chicago is the subject of litiga- 
tion on the part of the commission and the 
provision may affect that Htigation. Because 
of the many meritorious provisions of the 
bill, however, I feel constrained to sign it 
with the suggestion that succeeding legis- 
latures amend this section and confer upon 
the railroad and warehouse commission as 
fuli authority In regard to switching charges 
in cities as conditions may require and the 
jaw permit.” 

The governor also signed the separate ex- 

press company bill, which specifically puts 
the express companies under the power of 
the railroad commission. 


“City” Outer Harbor Bill. 

The O'Connor “city” euter harbor bill, 
becoming a statute on July 1, authorizes the 
city of Chicago to proceed with the building 
of an outer harbor atany portion of the water 
front of Lake Michigan ae soon as the city 
may be able to finance the project. 

The Kieeman bill, a companion measure, 
demanding that the sanitary district proceed 
forthwith with the building of a harbor in 
Lake Calumet, i South Chicago, went to its 
death when the governor signed a veto mes- 


sage which was sent the corridor and 
placed on file in tnd ofee of Secretary of

Po build the Calumet harbor would be to 
step work on the Gag drainage canel, now 
under construction by the sanitary dis 
trict, for at least five years. 

The cost is estimated at between $7,-

Out of the depths of mystery, Prof. Charles 
W. Min&rd, a school principal, sauntered last 
night, to find the woman who for twenty- 
five years had been his wife and sweetheart 
dead. 

For the first time In a quarter of a cen- 
tury of married life he stayed away from 
home for twenty-four hours without noti- 
fying her, and the resultant anxiety, or some 
other unknown cause, wrought upon her 
heart and it stopped. When neighbors found 
her early yesterday morning she lay in her 
bedroom window, unseeing eyes still peering 
out into the twilight from which her lifelong 
lover for the first time had Mailed to come. 

No one knows yet what kept Charles Mi- 
nard away during those twenty-four hours, 
He is a man 58 years old, a student, and 
always has been, according tO a score of 
neighbors, a devoted husband. For ten years 
he has been principal of the Jacques Mar- 
quette school, Wood and Harrison streets, 
Before that he was a minister, and had taken 
his degree as a physician and a chemist . 

His life and that of hi wife, who was just 
two years older than her husband, may be 
described :

At times, it is said, he was ab- 
stracted of manner; yet not one of the three 
men who saw him Saturday just before his 
disappearance, noticed anything out of the 
ordinary-in his appearance

Among the forty witnesses subpcenaed to 
appear for questioning by State’s Attorney 
Wayman and his assistant, Victor P. Arnold, 
today, are a number, it is said, who have 
recently been found by the police to have 
knowledge of vital circumstances in connec- 
tion with the Altman murder. Several of 
these are attaches of the Briggs house. 


Porter Remembers “Gray Overcoat.” 

John Owens, porter of the hotel, is one of 
them. He was in the hotel at the time of the 
shooting, but did not see Enright, he says. 
He has one piece of evidence of great cor- 
roborative importance. That is that he knew 
Pnright and that he was in the hebit of wear- 
ing a gray overcoat. It was a gray overcoat 
which the slayer of the labo. slugger wore 
and which he discarded with the death deal- 
ing revolver in one of the pockets after the 
shooting.

He ts 
bedly cut and bruised as a result of the at- 
teck of the rowdiles. 

Connors admits the shooting of Wulff, who 
was employed as an ash teamster in the 
Twenty-fourth ward. 

The shooting occurred shortly before 1 
oclock at a saloon and dance hall owned by 
August Anders at 3225 North Hoyne street. 
Wulf and several other ash teamsters at- 
tended a dance given by the Verona Atbletic 
club at the hall. 


Proprietor Calls Police. 

After midnight the crowd became so bols- 
terous that Anders was compelled to seek 
police aid. He went outside and called Con- 
nors. 

The patrolman entered the hall and after 
vainly admonishing the dancers to preserve 
order, determined to arrest one uf the most 
unruly of the visitors. 

The friends of the prisoner crowded the po- 
liceman and several of them are said to have 
grabbed him. In the struggle the prisoner 
escaped. 

Connors says he then drew his pistol end 
warned the men to stand back. Twice, he ) 
says, he called upon them to halt, but they 
kept pushing forward. Finally he fired. 


Both Bullets Take Effect. 

He says he shot at the ground, intending 
only to frighten his assailants. His two shots, 
however, struck Wulff, one bullet entering 
the body, just above the leg, and the other 
passing through the intestines. 

The policeman called an ambulance and the 
injured man was taken to the Alexian Broth 
ers’ hospital, 1200 Belden avenue, where he 
died about twelve hours later. Wulff lived 
at 1968 Racine avenue. He leaves a widow 
and three young children.

McWeeny Says He Will Wait No

Admits Clients Have Left City. 

“I cannot keep my promise to bring the 
men to Chief McWeeny unless they com- 
municate with me,” said Attorney Shaeffer. 
“I know they have left the city, but I do not 
know where they are. I do not credit reports 
that they may have been paid to leave. As 
s00n as they come to see mé again, I will file 
the declaration in the suit begun against 
Bonfield and Wheeler.” 

“I am tired of this waiting,” said Chief 
McWeeny. “I will protect the two men and 
I want to talk to them and hear their story. 
If they don’t show up this afternoon I will 
gee that they are brought in. They can’t 
make such charges and then just vanish. 
They will either admit they lied or repeat 
their story before the trial board.” 

Both Inspector Wheeler and Lieut. Bon- 
field asserted that they are satisfied the two 
former resort keepers have gone back on the 
story of alleged graft and that they have 
purposely left the city to avoid having to 
repeat their stories.

WILL CAST OUT JOKERS. 


Hope to Get Tariff That Will 
Please People, Whether It 
Does Manufacturers.

' Washineton, D. C., June 11.—[Special.J— 
The bill revising the cotton schedule will be 
another tariff measure passed by the Demo- 
cratic house of representatives. Representa- 
tive Rainey of Illinois, as the head of a sub- 
committee, is preparing a draft of a measure 
which wili be considered by the entire ‘ways 
and means committee when completed. 

- The committee bill will be favorably re- 
ported foliowing the disposition of the wool 
bill next week. ‘The senate then will have 
to deai witn the cotton duties; and as the 
progressive Republicans are on record 
@gainst the iniquitous tax upon the con- 
pumers which the present law imposes, there 
would seem to be at least as good a chance 
for the enactment of the cotton as of the wool 
revision. 

' Worn as cotton goods are by every man, 
woman, and child in the United States, the 
prices of cotton gooas and the influence of 
duties: thereon are of direct personal im- 
portance. ‘The rates under the Dingley lew 
were high enough in all conscience, but those 
incorporated in the Aldrich act were even 


higher. 
Plan to Reduce Dingley Duties. 

. Now it is proposed not only to remove al! the 
advances made by the-Aldrich law, but even 
to reduce the Dingley duties. [t is the in- 
tention practically to cut the duties in half. 
to make the cotton schedule less intricate, 
to go back to the old ad valorem instead of 
speditic duties, and finally to eliminate the 
+ jokers "’ whicn make schedule I @ disgrace. 
{ While Senator Aldrich insisted that in 
his bili there had beer™no advance in duties 
Over the Dingley law, it was asserted by ex- 
perts and established by experience that 
by direct increases, use of the convenient 
t joker,’ and by other subtle methods with 
which astute legisiators were familiar, such 
hdvances actually had been made.

Dolliver, who made a cafeful study of the 
potton schedule proposed by Mr. Aldrich and

me Increases Reach 459.96 Per Cent 
“They discovered the duties were higher on 
sixty-two classes of goods, and that the in- 
@reases ranged from 25 to 459.96 per cent. 
The bureau of statistics reported that the 
Aldrich duties touched the Dingley duties at 
bnly two classes of cloth, and that on mer- 
be goods or goods with even a single 
mercerized thread there were 118 classes in 

which the new duties were found to be in- 
eases. 

The intricacy of the cotton schedule is so 
vast that it is a comparatively simple matter 
‘fe fool the legislator who does not take the 
time to delve deeply into ft For years it 
lias been the custom to tamcotton goods by 
roughly dividing. cotton cloth into classes in 
accordance with the number of thfeads per 
equare inch. 

As the number of threads per square inch 
increases, the finer the quality of goods be- 
comes, and the rate of duty is raised accord- 
ingly. Each class is divided into subclasses 
according to the number of yards of goods 
per pound. The more yards to the pound, the 
finer the quality and the higher the duty. 
Then, in addition, each general class and each 
subclass is grouped into three subdivisions 
—unbleached, bleached, and colored goods. 


“Jokers” Proposed by Lippitt. 
Unbleached goods pay the lowest duty in 
a@ny class, bleached goods are higher, and 
~eolored goods the highest. Besides these 
duties, there were others, in the Dingley 
law, dealing with special and even general 
classes, the effect of which of course was 
tO superimpose tax upon tax. 

“The Dingley law being written, as they 
boasted, by the cotton manufacturers them- 
gelves, was generally satisfactory to them,

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Aldrich law and especially some “ jokers ” 
which were proposed by Henry F. Lippitt of 
Providence, R. I., president of the Manville 
company, and Thomas R. MacCo!!, manager 
of the Lorraine Manufacturing company near 
Providence. 

These two manufacturers told the ways and 
means committee of the house they repre- 
sented the powerful Arkwright club of Bos- 
ton, an organization which has among its 
members men controlling three-fourths of 
the cotton spindles of New England. 


“Minor Features” Highly Important. 

Mr. Lippitt, who ie the successor of Senator 
Aldrich in the United States senate, testi- 
fied before the ways and means commit- 
tee that the cotton manufacturers wanted 
no Increase in duties, but that there were 
gome ** minor features ” in controversy which 
might need “ elucidation.’’ The ‘‘ minor fea- 
tures,”’ it afterward turned out, were de- 
cidediy important in that they affected every 
clause in the cotton schedule. 

In the courts at the time was a question 
as to whether Jacquard woven goods should 
be classed as colored or uncolored, and upon 
its settlement depended a difference of 5 
per cent in duty. Senator lippitt’= con- 
cern, the Manville company, for years has 
been manufacturing a class of cheap goods 
known ascurtain madras, coarse, unbleached 
goods, having a large figure. This figure is 
woven into the goods by what is known as 
the Jacquard attachment, an inventios 


placed on the loom. 

As the | moves back and forth it in- 
serts the eftre threads and clips them off 
sO as to fo the figure. While the back- 
ground of the figure is unbleached cloth. 
the colored figure usually covers such a large 
part of the area that the goods were placed in 
the colored class. 


Affected the Poorer People. 

Under the Dingley law these goods were 
classed as colored goods, and as such paid a 
duty of 30 per cent. Following the passage 
of the Dingley act increased importations of 
curtain madras and other madras goods bear- 
ing the Jacquard figure took place. This 
affected the poorer people, since madras is 
used for shirtwaists, shirts for men, and 
dresses for women. 

There was a provision in the Dinghy haw 
providing for an extra cumulative duty upon 
extra threads, which the manufacturers 
claimed should be applied. Their claim was 
approved, but the importers argued that if 
the extra threads were taxed under the extra 
thread provision, then they must be admitted 
as uncolored. 'n this view the Supreme court 
concurred. 

While this litigation was in progress, and 
fearing the result, Mr. Lippitt proposed an 
* elucidation,”’ the effect of which would be 
to put all cloth containing even a single col- 
ored thread into the colored cloth classes. 
Another “ elucidation "’ he desired would re- 
quire the counting of the threads in all raised 


figures on cloth in determining the class ac- 
cording to the count of threads. 


Then Came the Expose. 

This insured an increase of duty on nearly 
every class of cloth by placing the cloth 
in another class with a higher count of 
threads per square inch, and where the duties 
were heavier. Another “ elucidation ”’ con- 
templated an additional cumulative duty of 
one cent per square yard upon cotton cloth 
even one thread of which was mercerized or 
had been subject to any similar process. 

In brief, the enactment of these provisions 
meant the placing of madras goods in @ 
higher classe than was the case under the 
Dingley law, their admission as colored 
goods if they contained a single colored 
thread, and the imposition of the cumulative 
duties because of the figure and the presence 
of mercerized threads. 

Irving Lenroot of Wisconsin and other 
members of the house exposed the Lippitt 
“ elucidation’ * and Congressman Payne, 
then chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, declaring he had been fooled, had 
the house strike from the bill the provisions 
for counting all the threads and the definition 
of color under which a single thread could 
determine the character of the cotton cloth. 

Representative Rainey and Representa- 
tives Kitchin and Peters, forming the sub- 
committee of the ways and means committee, 
have been making a careful study of the 
whole cotton schedule. They have had the 
advice of experts and of others wel' informed 
in this matter. As a result, they have de- 
termined te simplify the cotton schedule 
enormousty, to substitute ad valorem for 
specific duties, which will aid in bringing 
about simplicity, to make an average cut 
in duties of 50 per cent all along the line 
and finally to cast out the Lippitt and other 
jokers. 


Cost of Mercerization Nominal. 

In addition, it has been established that 
the cost of mercerization is nominal. Conse- 
quently, no increake of duty will be allowed 
on account of this process. Colored goods 
will be indubitably colored goods; a single 
thread will not determine the character of 
the fabric. In a word, the Democrats hope 
to produce a schedule which wil) meet with 
the entire approval of the people, whether 
it is objected to by the manufacturers or 
not.

DELAY IN THE HEARING. 


Aceused Member Will 
Against Direct Election 
of Senators.

Washington, D. C., June 11.—[{Specia}.}— 
There will be a meeting tomorrow of the 
Lorimer investigating commiittee for the pyr- 
pose of considering and probably disposing 
of the question of counsel. Who will be se- 
lected is not known and it is doubtful if any 
decision has been reached by the committee. 
A number of lawyers are under considera- 
tion, including former Secretary of War 
Dickinegon. 

It will be some days before the hearings 
actually will begin. It will be necessary for 
the counsel selected to familiarize himeelf 
with the record up to date. Otherwise he 
could not intelligently conduct the examina- 
tion. : 

It is the purpose of the committee to do 
its work as speedily as possible when the 
counsel ends his study. Some of the mem- 
bers are anxious that the investigation shall 
be concluded and a report made to the senate 


| before the end of the present extra session. 


Most of the, sessions of the committee are 
tou be held in Washington. It is believed the 
witnesses can be brought here and examined 
at less cost than if the committee were to 
ge to Chicago or Springfield. It ie pointed 
cut that many. of the witnesses are not in 
Chicago and few of them live in Springfield. 


End Helm Report Study. 

The members of the committee have prac- 
tically completed reading the testimony taken 
by the Helm committee. When Senator Lor- 
imer was in Washington last he claimed the 
Helm committee had obtained nothing which 
tended to make insecure the seat he occupies. 

This is not the view of members of the com- 
mittee so faras can be learned. Because they 
will have to make a recommendation to the 
senate, these men decline to express their 
opinion on the Helm committee evidence, but 
it is certain they regard it, and, indeed, some 
of them so expressed themselves on the floor 
of the senate when the question of ordering 
the investigation was under consideration as 
entirely justifying a second inquiry by the 
senate. 

The knowledge the committeemen will have 
of the evidenc dduced by the first senate 
committee and by the Helm committee will 
be of immense value in the examination of 
witnesses, particularly Senator Lorimer. 


Lorimer Fights Direct Vote. 

Senator Lorimer will be In the senate to- 
morrow for the purpose of casting his vote 
against the Borah resolution, providing for 
a constitutional amendment under which 
senators will be elected by direct vote of 
the people. Mr. Lorimer’s vote, however, 
will be ineffective. 

The estimate made by Senator Borah ts that 
sixty-three senators will vote in favor of the 
proposition and only twenty-eight against it. 
There are some who believe that sixty-eight 
senators will vote for its adoption, but even 
if Mr. Horeh’s canvass should turn out cor- 
rectly there will be more than the two-thirds 
necessary for the passage of the resolution.

CHICAGOANS DEAD IN MEXICO? 


J. W. Sibley and Family Not 
Heard From Since May 18. 


PLANNED TO FLEE TO U. 8. 


Letter to Kin Said Eseape Was Cut Off; 
He Heads Mine Company. 


There ts much concern among relatives and 
friends here of James W. Sibley and his wife 
and two children, Marion and James Jr., over 
their safety. They have been in Mexico 
for some time and they have not been heard 
from since May 18. It is feared they have 
been thrown into prison by one of the fac- 
tions in the revolution, or perhaps have 
been killed by bandits. 

Mrs. Sibley was formerly Grace Morrison 
of Bloomington and was famed as the Gib- 
son girl of that city, her remarkable beauty 
atiracting much attention. She was promi- 
nent in social circles there. 

Mr. Sibley, formerly a Chicago business 
man, is president of the company owning 
the Duenda silver mine located tn the Tevica 
camp of mines in the state of Oxaca. about 
850 miles southeast of the City of Mexico. 
He has been in Mexico operating the mine 
for the last three years, his family rémain- 
ing at their home, 3622 Ellis avenue, up to 
last fall. when Mrs. Sibley decided to join 
him, taking her children with her. 

Letters received:in April contained alarm- 
ing reports, and said that the Sibleys had 
packed their trunks amd were planning to 
leave for the United States. They expected 
to go via Vera Cruz, but another letter came 
stating that their escape was cut off.

The attack on Culiacan began early on May

“An unwarranted interference with the 
Mberty of the press,” is the view taken by 
Gov. Deneen of the bill prohibiting the pubH- 
cation of crime details, which was fathered 
by Representative Chester W. Church, and 
fought bitterly by the soliq@ newspaper 
strength of the state. In a etatement re- 
garding this bill the governor said: 

“ This bill prohibits the publication of any 
detailed account, statement or description 
of certain enumerated crimes, acts, or con- 
duct Im any book, newspaper, magazine, or 
any other written or printed publication. 

“ This’ provision of the bill seems to be al- 

together too sweeping in its prohibitions. The 
publication of statements, descriptive of the 
commission or attempted commission of the~ 
crime of murder, may be not only legitimate 
from the paint of view of news, but often an 
aid to the public authorities in the detection 
of crime, as well as a spur to the exercise of 
their.best efforts in securing the apprehen- 
sion and punishment of offenders. 
-“ As, in my judgment, this provision of the 
bill is an unwarranted interference with the 
liberty of the press in a matter in which 
its legitimate exercise is often a great im- 
portance to the public and the administration 
of the criminal! laws of the state, I am con- 
strained to withhold from the bill] my ap- 
proval.”’ 


Explains Glackin Bill Veto. 

The reason of the veto of the Glackin 

bill which had ag its object the elimination of 
the library tax from the scaling process 
necessary under the Juul law, as set forth 
in the message of the governor, is based on 
an opinion by Attorney General Stead in 
which is quoted a communication from Harry 
M. Lewis, former county attorney, which 
holds that the law would be unconstitutional) 
under several decisions of the Supreme court 
in recent cases.

Corned beef may be purchased in Chicago 
at prices varying between 6 and 15 cents a 
pound, according to locality and quality. Cold 
and sliced, it Is as agreeable to many people 
as meat that costs several times that sum. 
And for hashes it Las its own inimitable ex- 
cellence., 

In buying corned beef from the brine—that 
is, taking that that already is corned instead 
of picking out your own piece of fresh meat 
and seeing it go into the pickle—it is as nec- 
essary to notice whether it smells well as to 
see that it looks well. Unconscientious butch- 
ers sometimes take this way of caring for 
tainted meat. When it begins to boil such 
meat shows that it Is a little more than “ high” 
—that is, almost off. The round used to be 
used for corning before it was much used for 
steaks. The brisket was considered too fat. 
Some cooks prefer to boil their vegetab.es in 
a separate pot, with some of the meat liquor, 
not only because they take the salt but be- 
cause they absorb the fat, especially the cab- 
bage. 

When beef is first put on to boll it must be 
watched carefully, for if it boils too hard then 
no amount of care afterward will make it 
tender. 

it is an interesting fact that the boiled din- 
ner, of another country than ours is a sort of 
hash. The Danish boiled dinner is the stuffed 
cabbage so. popular in European -countrtes

Danish Bolled Dinner.—Cut a round off a 
head of cabbage and carefully scoop out about 
a third of the inside. Fill with forcemeat 
made of a pound of round steak put through 
a food chopper and seasoned with sait, pepper, 
a little nutmeg, and mixed with two crackers 
rolled fine and one beaten egg.

Never have the advantages of a language that 
the public understands been more happily qm- 
phasiged than in last night's production, They 
sufficed to eompensate for the lack of artistic 
resources such as were at the disposal of the 
Chicago opera in the matter of orchestra, 
chorus, and brilliant soloists, so that the 
Aborn company, with its modest prices of 
admission and its unpretentious list of sing- 
ers, can be said to have offered a perform- 
ance that contributed as fully and as vitally 
to the pieasure of the listeners as any that 
was given the work last winter in the Audi- 
torium., 

Curiously enough, the opera seemed to gain 
musically by being sung in English, “ Thais” 
is not regarded as a work of significant mu- 
sical symbolism. Heretofore its music has | 
been intended first of all to be tuneful and 
pleasing, and to accomplish only such expres- 
sion of the associated text and action as 
might be aecepted as appropriate because not 
contradictory.

During the last five years the bureau of chemis- 
try of the department of agriculture has made a 
number of very vicious and uncalled for assaults 


on foods, beverages, and drugs, greatly to their 
injury, as well as damaging to the press which has

are, therefore, presenting the following facts to 
show why the earning power of your publication 
has been, or will be, diminished in these lines 
unless these attacks are stopped. 


After an attack upon Dr. Wiley, chief of 
the federal bureau of chemistry, this letter 
proceeds, accerding to the Journal, to inform 
the editors that “ if this condition of affairs 
fs not changed it will result in greatly cuttiog 
down the support you receive from the man- 
ufacturers of almost numberless foods, bey- 
erages, and proprietary or patent medicines, 
and the question presents itself: Will you 
and your influential paper stand for such 
a condition? We think not.” 

Needless to say, Tue Trreunp has not 


ing from the Jéurnal of the American Mau- 
ieal Association, a reliable and authorita- 
tive publication. Tum Trisunp has no 
space in its advertising columns for vendors 
of dope of any kind, and the ‘‘ Advertisers’ 
Protective association,” so-called, evidently 
is aware of it. -But this attempt to muzzle 
or suborn the press deserves the widest 


effect in congress to ipduce that amendment 
of the food and drugs act which has been 
made necessary by its emasculation by a 
late Supreme court decision. That decision 
held that a label might lie “ when false only 
in its commendatory and prophetic aspect.” 
As the Journal points out, this ruling might 
permit such a label as this:

A Pusitive and Never Failing Cure for 

Cancer, Tuberculosis, and All Other Dis- 

eases. ; 

Guaranteed by Dr. Quack Under the Food 
and Drugs Act. 

The bill to prohibit all false stateme ats 
as to drugs should be passed without delay. 
It will be opposed by the powerful “ dope ” 
interests, but public opinion by this time is 
sufficiently enlightened to insist upon this 
protection of the innocent and ignorant. 


PONIES AND POLO. 

The success of the Meadowbrook polo 
team ir wirning the international polo cup 
and then holding it against the challenging 
British team started with the buying of polo 
ponies ahd the development of team play. 
Critics who possess or simulate authority 
give credit firet to the ponies and then to 
the team work, but do not thereby, in the 
opinion of outsiders, detract from the Amer- 
ican performance. 

It is not understood! that the British 
players complain. They merely ask that 
it .be noted: that they did not have enough 
ponies. There is a disposition elsewhere 
to make an argument because American 
money is buying mounts for American com- 
petitors in international contests. There 
is a protest—only half-hearted because it 
is not well received—against the furnishing 
of horses to the American army team en- 
tered in the international exhibition and 
contest at London. 

American army mounts were not fitted 
for this work, the officers could not supply 
themselves, the government wouldn’t, and 
wealthy Americans did.

DINNER. 

A correspondent asks us to answer, out 
of a fullness of knowledge and ripeness of 
experience which he wrongfully ascribes 
to us, whether it be regarded generally as 
more pleasant to call up the house and say:

We believe there is here an inquiry to 
answer which no individual experience or 
combined sets of experiences of various ijn- 
dividuals will avail.

The foregoing does not\answer the ques- 
tion, but we are not dismayed. Each situa- 
tion furnishes its own answer and there are 
no generalizations worth considering. 


TEETH AND HEALTH. 

“Tet the natural teeth of the human fam- 
lly,” says a bulletin of the Lilinois State 
Dental society, “could be preserved in a 
state of health and efficient service to old 
age, it would add materially to the comfort 
of the people, contribute to their happiness 
and increase in’ a striking degree the lon- 
gevity of the race.” 

‘The aid to comfort and the contribution 
to happiness need no illustration when an 
outraged tooth takes its own way of pro- 
claiming its wretched condition. What tho 
dental profession labors to have understood 
ig that a bad but not aching tooth is dan- 
gerous to the health. .And in these labors 
the déntists are as public spirited as physi- 
clans fighting an epidemic of typhoid andits 
causes. : 

Horace Fletcher taught the advantages 
of thorough mastication. The dentists are 
teaching the necessity of having the instru- 
ments with which to make this process thor- 
ough. Imperfect assimilation of food re 
sujting from imperfect mastication, due 
either to bad habits of eating or to bad 
teeth, may have consequences inexplicable 
to the victim, but well understood by the 
physician. | 

Moreover, aside from the question of 
maintaining a function, there is to be con- 
sidered the “danger of positive injury to 
the health through the medium of bad. 
teeth.” Nature, as the dental authorities 
point out, is tolerant of deleterious condi- 
tions gradually brought about, and there- 
fore does not betray instantly and appre- 
ciably the damagé done by decomposition in 
the mouth. The tax on the system imposed 
by the obligation of throwing off this poison 
is great and in the end damaging. 

“Tf a mouthfal of decayed teeth could 
be devéloped overnight,” reads a recent 
bulletin of the dental society, “the pa- 
tient so afflicted would be seriously ill as 
a consequence.” 

Nature is toletant, but a remorseless if 
tardy debt collector. The dental profession 
aims to convince people that decay is a dis- 
ease of youth; that it may be arrested and 
the adult may haive teeth preserved and in 
good order. The work among the Chicago 
school children is a part of this effort to 
protect people from the dangers of, neg- 
lected teeth. The publicity service of the 
state dental society is another means adopt- 
ed to this end. ° 

Good teeth may not insure good health, but 
good health demands geod teeth.

ING GEORGE tomorrow will inaugu- 
rate his first Ascot. For last year, 
owing to the recent death of Edward 
VII., and of the consequent deep court 

: mourning, the reigning family failed 
to put in an appearance at this famous race. 
track, which is the only one on land belong- 
ing to the crown, being within the borders 
of Windsor Great Park. 

It was a somber Ascot week, all the women 
present being in black, no royal procession, 
and the royal box suggesting death with its 
blinds drawn. 

But tomorrow the former glories of Ascot 
will be revived and King George and Queen 
Mary, with the other English and foreign 
royal personages staying with them at Wind- 
sor casfle, will drive to the course, with a 
considerable amount of pomp and picturesque 
magnificence. 

It is the royal progession from the castle 
which constitutes, especially to foreigners, 
the most imposing feature of the Ascot races, 
Until the royal buckhounds were abolished 
a few years’ ago, it was always headed by 
the maste the pack, one of the great offi- 
cers of the Court, in his uniform of green and 
gold, adorned with silver couples. Now his 
place is taken by the master of the horse. 
In his wake comes a gorgeous array of hunts- 
men, grooms, outriders, etc., all in their State 
liveries and superbly mounted. 

Then follows a series of carriages and four, 
driven by postilions and containing first, the 

dignitaries of the household, then the Bng- 
lish and foreign visitors, and lastly the king 
and queen and any monarch who happens 
to be thelr guest. Mounted equerries and 
mounted grooms close the cortége, which, 
sweeping up the better part of the racecourse 
between dense crowds of cheering people on 
either side, halts at the royal inclosure. 
> 

The royal inclosure is a feature of Ascot. 
Strictly speaking, ‘the cards of admission 
thereto are supposed to be limited to persons 
who have not merely been presented at court . 
but were on the special list of invitations 
to the annual state balls at Buckingham 
palace. But during the closing years of the 
reign of Queen Victoria, all sorts of abuses 
became rampant, and not only were. the 
tickets distributed in numbers altogether out 
of proportion to the aecommodation of the 
inclosure, but they were allowed to go into 
the hands of persons: barred from court, 
whose presence was objectionable to the 
royal family and in certain instances a posi- 
tive cause for scandal. Edward VIL reme- 
died this im a measure, but not sufficiently. 

The list; however, of persons to whom 
tickets have been issued for the royal in- 
closure this week ig smaller than ever, hav- 
ing been subjected to a severe pruning by 
King George and Queen Mary. Thanks to 
this the labors of Lord Churchill, the digni- 
tary of the royal household through whom 
the tickets are iseued and who is generally 
badgered half to death with applications for 
cards, have been oonsiderably lightened. 

It was George IV. who inaugurated the 
custom of attending the races at Ascot in 
state, and in this connection it may be men- 
tioned that nowhere in the world, save in 
Great Britain, is horse racing endowed with 
the glamour and pomp of an official pageant, 
and it is only in England that duty es well 
as taste compels the sovereign to attend any 
races in state. True, it is only one meet- 
ing that is thus invested with this impor- 
tance, namely, that of Ascot. 

The Ascot races are old, indeed, King 
Charles ll. was wont to attend the races 
there, and it is an historic fact that Fred- 
erick, Prince of Wales, father of George III., 
disgraced himself by flinging a bottle at 
the winner as it was on the homeward 
stretch, prompted by the fact that he had 
placed his money on another horse. For- 
tunately the bottle fell short. 

His brother, William, Duke of Cumber- 
land, popularly known as “the butcher,” 
owing to the savagery he displayed at the 
battle of Culloden, took the Asoot races un- 
der his especial) patronage, got them into 
regular shape, and started the race course 


Nn its present form. 


Another step was\made when George ITI. 
gave a cup in 1785, to be run for at Ascot, 
and from that time forth royalty has been 
in the habit of going regularly to Ascot for 
the races. George IV. nevér missed a meet- 
ing, either as prince regent or as king, 
and Queen Victoria during the first twenty- 
five years of her reign was im the habit 
of entertaining each summer a large party 
of foreign and English royalty.at Wind- 
sor castle for the Ascot races, triving every 
day from the castle to the course in state, 

~~ 

Princess Alexandra, daughter of the Duke 
of Fife and of the princess royal. and eld- 
est grandchild of Queen Alexandra, created 
something of a sensation at the court ball 
at Buckingham palace in honor of the Ger- 
man emperor and empress by wearing a 
pince-nez. 

She is shy and retiring, and owing partly 
to this and partly to the invalidism of her 
mother during the last five or six years, she 
is almost wholly unknown, either to society 
or to the public. As the court has been 
in mourning for the last year or more, her 


| Presence in the royal circle at the Bucking- 


ham palace ball the other day constituted 
her debut as well as that of hor younger 
sister, Princess Maud, and their first appear- 
ance in society. 

Alexandra enjoys the d@tinction of being 
the only young unmarried princess of any 
of the reigning houses of Europe to wear a 
pince-nez. Some of them, it is true, dre 
short sighted, but they content themselveg 
with a ‘face a main” or lorgnette, while 
Queen Maud.of Norway, before her mar- 
riage, used to indulge in a monocle. 3 

Queen Kmma of the Netherlands, now a 
grandmother, has for many years -worn 
spectacies, but I do not know of any royal 
lady who permanently weats a pince-nez 


like Princess Alexandra. The pince-neéz, to- } 


gether with her reserved manner and her 
style of hair Gress, which displays thé whole 
of a rather high brow, conveys the sug- 
gestion of Boston rather than of English 
court circles. 

~~ 

Alexandra's name was. repeatedly 
mentioned a couplé of years ago as destined 
to wed young King Manuel and to become 
Queen of Portugal. 

She was for some years so near the succes- 
sion to the throne of England as to cause 
some little concern to the leading British 
statesmen. For two or three years after the 
death of the Duke of Clarence, his younger 
brother, now King George, who had almost 
succumbed to the same iliness—ty phold fever 
—was exceedingly delicate; so much so that 
it was feared he might predecease his father. 
King Edward, and his grandmother, Queen 
Victoria. 

Failing him (until the birth of the present. 
Prince of Wales) it wag his eldest sister, 
the princess royal, then, as now, an invalid, 
who was next in Mne of succession to the 
throne. 

After her came her eidest daughter, 
Alexandra, who at that time bore the mere 
courtesy tithe of Lady Alexandra Duff, and 
was a commoner in thé éyés of thelaw. For 
it-Wwas only after her grandfather, King 
Edward, succeeded to the throne that. he be- 
stowed upon the two children of his eldest 
daughter the title of priticess.

~The frequency of tuberctlosis is well 
known. Our wards are crowded with tu- 
berculous persons; a hundred thousand vic- 
tims are carried off yearly by the disease. 
All these are well known facts. Every 
tuberculous person has been contaminated 
by some other person suffering from the 
disease, because tuberculosis is due to a 
true parasite, incapable of undergoing de- 
velopment outside the living being. 

In most cases human beings contract tu- 
berculosis via the respiratory or the digestive 
tratt. Bacilliferous dust enters the air pas- 
This has 
been shown so nmiatly times that it nee@s 
no further emphasis, and that is the reason 
that in tuberculosis wards it is forbidden to 
sweep the floor dry. In our large city, how- 
ever, despite the existence of countless tu- 
berculous patients, who spit at almost any 
place, dry sweeping is practiced day after 
day, and thus disease is fostered and created. 

How long yet will the people of this city 
tolerate the wholesale spreading of the white 
plague? When will dry sweeping really be 
ended; not only in the downtown part but all 
over the city? Wiren will we follow the 
practice of every other civilized city? It 
is high time to stop ali farcical activity of 
so-called hea)th departments and take a hold 
of ene of the most important and flagrant 
disease and death dealing outrages tolerated 
and practiced by citizens and employés of 
Chicago (street cleaning department).

Chicago, June 9.—{Editor of The Tribune.J—I noticed in THE 
DAILY Tripunp a few days ago, under the head of “Swat the Fiy:; 

It’s a Deadly Peril,” that a certain mixture of kerosene and carbolic acid 

should be sprayed on garbage cana, Would te pleased to know what prepor- 

tion of kerosene and of darbolie acié to use in making this = 
i.°B. M. 

Put one tablespoonful of crude carbolic acid in @ quart of kerosene. This, 
Sprayed lightly upon the cand, will prevent flies from alighting upon the garbage, 
and will destroy any eggs already in it. A metal spray, such as is used for spraying 
plants, can be obtained for this purpose at a cost of about 50 cents. 

If you have a stable do not forget that it is in manure piles that flies breed best. 

Do not allow manure to accumulate im your etable. 

Have it hauled away at least once @ week. 

Clean the stalls daily and throw the manure into fly tight covered boxes. 

Throw a handful of chloride of lime inte the manure box every few days. 

Spray any loose manure about the barn with the kerosene-carbolic acid mixture. 

[Editor of The Tribune )}—Regarding the fly swatting movement: We 
have found an open saucer of @ weak forntaldehyde solution, two or thfee 
teaspoonfuls te the saucer, gets the files in great numbers. Possibly this 
has been mentioned, but I have met seen it, Sprinkling with a weak solu- 
tion of formaldehyde alse is effective.

Passengers Will Be Landed Here 
Twenty Hours After the Ocean

New York. June 11.—[Special.]—In August, 
1808, President McKinley visited the camp 
at Montauk Point, the eastern end of Long 
Island, established for regiments that had 
seen service in Cuba. Looking from the 
railway platform out upon the broad expanse 
of the harbor, he turned to a companion and 
asked: 

“Is this the harbor which Austin @rbin 
Proposed to convert into a great port of 
entry?”

Later, A. J. Cassatt, president of the Penn-

Cassatt must have. contemplated doing 
whet Austin Corbin, who built up the Long 
Island railroad system, planned. The pur- 
chase of the Long Island system by the 
Pennsylvania could not have been wholly 
inspired by the opportumities which this sys- 
tem would give the Pennsylvania of making 
physica) connection with the New Haven at 
Mott Haven, New York City, et that point 
where the Harlem river and Long Island 
sound meet. 

There began about the time Cassatt's plans 
for tunneling the Hudson and East rivers 
were perfected to appear upon the walls of 
the engineers’ offices profile plans indicating 
that the harbor at Montauk point was one 
of the objective points which Cassatt had in 
mind when he planned the termina) system 
upon Manhattan and Long islands.

LONG CAREER IN PUBLIC. 


Chippewa Falls Statesman. Served 
Many Terms in Congress. 


Chippewa Falls, Wis., June 11.—[{Special.] 
—Judge John J. Jenkins, who left Porto Rico 
On April I last on two months’ leave of ab- 
sence to recuperate at his northern home. 
died this morning. He hadbeen unconscious 
since Thursday noon. The funeral will be 
held next Tuesday with the Masonic lodge 
in charge. 

Mr. Jenking was born in Weymouth, Eng- 
land, on Aug. 20, 1843. With his parents he 
came tO Baraboo, Wis., in June, 1852. He 
enlisted in Company A, Sixth Wisconsin in- 
fantry, and served throughout the civil war 
in the Iron brigade under Gen. Edwerd 8. 
Bragg. He came to Chippewa Falls in 1870. 

In 1872 he was elected member of the state 
assembly for Chippewa county. President 
Grant appointed him United States district 
attorney for the territory of Wyoming in 
1876, which he held for four years. He was 
elected county judge of Chippewa county and 
was city attorney of this city ive yeara He 
was elected to congress in 1896 and remained 
there until 1910. 

He wae appointed by President Taft to the 
federal judgeship of Porto Rico in May, 1910. 
He worked hard in this new position, and 
the strain wae too great and the climate not 
agreeabie.

CONFESSES BIG FORGERIES; 
CHICAGO BANKS ARE LOSERS. 


Electrical Fuse 
Brings Out Peculations Reaching 
Thousands by Head of Concern, 


Muskegon, Mich, June 11.—[Special.]— 
Forgeries amounting to thousands of dollars 
were made known today in the failure of 
the American Dilectrical Fuse company of 
Muskegon, in which there was an assign- 
ment made last Friday. 

At a meeting hed here on Saturday of 
creditors, mostly Chicago banks, with a few 
from New York, Frank C. Jones, president of 
the company, admitted the utterance of a 
large amount of spurious paper. 

One mercantile company of Chicago holds 
$200,000 of the forged paper. Jones’ method 
was to make acceptances from big corpora- 
tions against which he claimed to have ac- 
counts. These acceptances he succeeded in 
disposing of to big banks for some time by 
means of a chain system, but a few days 
ago the chain broke and inquiries from Chi- 
cago banks to correspondents in this city 
brought things to a crisis. 

The creditors have been unable to tell the 
extent of the forgeries, but it is thought they 
will reach between $400,00 and $500,000. His 
victims are scattered over all parts of the 
country and include large financial] concerns.
